hed been at their murderous tricks 
trom time immemorial, and there was 
no doing anything with them. At last, 
in 1871, the now celebrated Crook was 
sent down from the north to try his 
hand at these indomitable savages. For 
& year he was 80 hampered by the cor- 
rupt ‘Indian ring’ that he could take 


without leaving a siga of a trail for 
some miles, off they went. Alout the 
same time some of the Apaches down 
bere broke out and killed several! people. 
We went after them, chased them down, 


broke their arrows and smashed their 
guns. They ssid they would live 
quietly on the reservation; but I 
wouldn't believe them, and told them 
them they'd have to go out again and 
that we would follow them up and fight 
them. They begged and begged; and 
at last I told them tbat if they would 
‘‘BRING ME THE HEADS 

of the seven ringleaders, I would give 
them another chunce. Sure enough, 
they brought me the heads. [I under- 
stand from another source that the 
General was on his porch at head- 
quarters when some of the penitents 
came up, and lifting a buriap sack, 
poured outthe seven ghast!y trophies 
before his astonished eyos.—-L.] Then 
I went up to Verde and sent for Delche’s 
head. They brought it to me soon. 
Then, when I got back to San Carlos, 
somebody else brought me Delche’s 
heed! I don’t know which was Delche’s 
own head—both looked like him—but 
it is certain that they got all he had, for 
he never turned up again!"’ 

Bat Crook’s work with the Apaches 
bad only its preface in the surrender of 
April, ‘73. The conqnered tribes were 
put upon reservations throughout the 
Territory; and at last were consolidated 
upon the White Mountain Reservation. 
Their conqueror, as great in{Iodian con- 
trol asin IJndian warfare, bent all his 
tireless energy and uoparalicled ex- 
perience, to makiug .good Indians of 
them. He taught them, with fatherly 
patience, the arts and the value of 
peace aud agricuiture. I shall have 
more to say of this hereafter. 

It had come to be understood through- 
out the country that when there was a 
difficuit Indian problem on hand, 
George Crook was the man to solve it, 
And so it came to pass that when the
